FORECAST OF THE WORK FOR 


THE SPRING. 


It is Reasonable to Expect a Lively 


Season. 


Vividly Describes a Cruise On the 


U, S. S. Philadelphia to Rio 


Janeiro. 


There is a growing interest among labor 


men of the city, especially those who are 
identified with the building trades, as to 
the prospects for the spring and summer 
seasons. 


To predict what is coming three months 


hence is a rash undertaking when the 
earth is covered with snow, fully two 
feet on the level, and when hundreds of 
laborers are engaged almost exclusively in 
an effort to relieve the partial blockade o£ 
the city streets. 


Building of any description'at present.is 


absolutely out of the question—unless the 
building of air castles be permitted— 
and will be until late in April, for it seems 
the opiaion that spring wiil\be as late as 
Easter is early this year. 
-. 


However, in forecasting the Jpospeets of 


the season it may be said at the outset that 
everything depends upon the continuance 
of hard times or the improvement, of trade 
and the market.? More vital than this per- 
haps, IB pnmarily,the question whether the 
labor unions will lesume the stake of last 
season. This one question stands like a 
wall before several of the Lowell contrac- 
tors, whose opinion, upon the prospects 
for the season, had been requested. They 
cannot or will not say what work they 
have in view, until they know definitely 
whether or not they are to expect labor 
troubles. THE SUJT found the difficulty at 
the outset in seeking to canvass the build- 
ers, and it looks as if trailing arbutus 
will be sold upon the street before there is 
the least stir in the building trades. 
But 


it will be interesting to know that the large 
number of unfinished buildings in the city 
and environs forecasts a fair share of work 
even if no new buildings are commenced 
upon. 


It is understood that a new Opera house 


is to be put up in place of the old corpora- 
tion block, owned by Gf. D. White of Bos- 
ton, on Bridge street, between Paige and 
French" streets. 
This story has several 


times been circulated but it now seems to 
have amount to something tangible. 


The Treinont & Suffolk company's store 


house in Little Canada will he a big con- 
tract. 


The Shattuck street society's new church 


on Princeton street may be started the 
coming season. 


Town hall at Billerica, the erection of 


which, size and material will probably be 
decided on town meeting day. 


The biggest job yet is that which calls 


for 2,000,000 brick on the Tewksbury alms- 
house, the contract for which was awarded 
to D. 33, Locke of Lawrence for §85,300. 


There are mill additions in nrospect, or 


at least were last fall, at White Bros. & 
Son's tannery, Merrimack Print works, 
store houses; the same on the Lawrence 
and Massachusetts mills. 


Another big job which will attract Low- 


ell labor will be the erection of car shops 
for the Boston & Maine road at Nashua. 


The big unfinished jobs, work upon which 


will be resumed as soon as the season 
opens are the French Catholic church, on 
Merrimack street, St. Peter's church on 
Gorham street and the federal building. 


The buildings in prospective which will 


be commenced upon not many months 
hence are the new normal school, court 
house extension, engine house addition in 
Ward Two. The city will have considera- 
ble work and it is quite possible that a 
new Bartlett school will be demanded, and 
a water tower station found to be a neces- 
sity. It is impossible jnst at present to 
predict the amount of building for carpen- 
ters, that is of residences and smaller struct- 
ures, but with the average volume of an 
ordinary year, it can Be said without reser- 
vation that approaching spring bids fair to 
be a prosperous one for the 
building 


trades. 


It is quite probable that work upon the 


new hospital at the city farm, or an addi- 
tion built, will be undertaken this season. 
Labor men of the city will find other in- 
teresting labor news upon the second page 
of today's Sra.

Greenies are Almoit Barbarously Lathered 


and Soused in Payine; Tribute to Nep- 
tunus Rex and Hia Royal Suite—Observ- 


ance of the National Holiday on Board 


the tl. S. S. Philadelphia—TouchiiiE In- 


cident When the Admiral Huultd Down 
His Flag—Experiences With a Green

THE Sex todaj is able to present to its 


readers a few extracts from a letter writ- 
ten home by Asst. Engineer Frank Conant, 
U. S. N., of this city. Heis at present on 
the U. S. S. Philadelphia.now at Honolulu, 
awaiting orders to proceed to Mare Island 
navy yard, San Francisco,to be overhauled 
as she is reported by a naval commission to 
be in rather a dangerous condition. 
The 


log of the voyage gives insight into a few 
of the happenings on a man-of-war which 
seldom get into print. 


Of all our vessels assembled in the naval 


review fleet, this ship and the Atlanta 
were the only ones "h'ch, in icspoase to 
an interrogatory from the department,were 
reported ready for a foreign cruise. The 
others were iu need of more or less repairs^ 
We had previously been billeted as flagship 
of the European squadron, but the revolu- 
tion in Nicaragua and the necessity of the 
Boston leaving Honolulu for her long de- 
layed docking, created an immediate de- 
mand for two ships. Naturally the Phila- 
delphia and the Atlanta were selectee!; the 
latter to relieve the Boston, and the former 
to go to Nicaragua. Our chagrin at losing 
the European station was compensated by 
our joy at hems sent to Nicaragua. 


At the breaking up of the naval review 


fleet, we moved around from the North 
river to the navy yard and took aboard the 
stores for the cruise. At sunset on the 
31st of May we ceased to be the flagship. 
The admiral had announced his intention 
of hauling down his flag at that time; and 
contrary to the usual custom, officers who 
were off duty were not required to remain 
on board for the function. Those who 
went ashore, however, returned voluntarily; 
and when "All hands to muster" was 
called, every one was there, an incident 
which touched the old admiral much. He 
made a little speech, in which he said that 
he was now relinquishing the last command 
that he would ever have afloat; then turn- 
ing to the captain he said, with teais in his 
voice, ''Haul down my flag, sir." 
As the 


flag came slowly down the ship's company 
stood with bared heads and a salute of 13 
guns was fired when the flag reached the 
deck, the admiral said good-bye to each of 
the officers and hurried over the gangway 
sobbing like a child. 


Suiing the next few days the personnel 


of the ship was greatly changed. Of the 


and speculation existed among those upon 
whom the supoeuas had been served as to 
what the morrow had in store fur them. 
Having beou placed in the same position 
myself 10 years ago I could eujoy what 
was going on, and assisted in the general 
leg pulling. 


Tlie Line Is Crowed. 


At noon the following day the navigator 


took his sight and announced that' we 
would reach the line at 12.45. As the 
hands of our handsome clock (presented by 
the city of Philadelphia you know) ap- 
proached that time ''the gieeuies" could 
be seen skulkiug iu all parts of the ship 
looking for a secure stow hole. 


Just at the moment we were bailed and 


•'hove to" as before, when his majesty, 
Xeptuaus Rex, accompanied by Dolpbmus 
smbc and a numerous suite of councillors, 
attendants, uieimen and marine policemen. 
Mrs. and Miss Xeptune were also along. 
The family mounted a gun carriage chaiiot 
prepared foi the occasion and, drawn by 
the mermen rode aft to the poop deck 
where they were leeeived by the capiam 
who invited them to have a glass of wine 
with him. Ills Majesty replied that as U 
was unusually damp down below last night 
he didn't mind if he did. 


After exchange of reminiscences His 


Majesty announced that the business of 
Ihe day must proceed. He was then in- 
stalled in state upon a throne on the top- 
gallant forecastle, 
and 
demanded 
the

35 officers, all but 11 havine finished their 
three years' cruise, -were detached, and 
their places were taken by others Forward 
tbe change was even greater. Of the 340 
men only 40 of toehold crew were left. 


At noon on tie 30th of Jflne we were all 


ready, except that one of the officers who 
had been ordered to the ship bad not yet 
arrived. A telegram from him had been 
received in the morning stating that he 
wonld arrive at G p. m. from Btiston. It 
was necessary for uS'to gpt over the bar at 
high tide, so at 1.20 we got under way The 
deck was crowded with friends who Bad 
oome down to say farewel^.and as we 
moved out of the Wallabout the crews of 
the other ships manned the rigging and 
cheered us. While d isappearing from view 
the other ships made signals, "fiood-bye" 
and "Bon voyage," to Which we replied 
"Good-bye and "Thanks." We steamed 
down to Thomkinsville, Staten Island, and 
dropped anchor to await the arrival of the 
missing officer. 


it 7.15 he arrived alongside in a tug 


which he had chartered; and at 7;30 our 
anchor was up and we were under wa), 
bound to the southward as far as our coal 
would take us. We wanted to make Bio, 
b'ut as none of our ships, without sail to 
assist, had ever made so long a passage, it 
was probable that we wonld have to put in 
at St. Thomas or Barbadoes. 


June 23.—Passed Bermudas at noon, 


skirting the outer reef in order that the 
signal station might make out our number 
and report us at home. 


Visit from Neptunns Kex. 


July 2.—In latitude 2° N, jn.it at dusk, 


we were startle I by a loud hail from the 
sea, close under the bow. The ship was 
immediately stopped, and Dolphin, Son of 
jScptune, Ruler of the Seas, came on board 
and announced that His Majesty would be 
pleased to visit the ship the following day 
when we crossed the line, to receive the 
homage due him from his faithful subjects 
and to initiate such unfortunate mortals 
as had never before entered his domains. 
Dolphin 
left a subpoena to be served on 


each of the greenhorns, and retired as he 
came, over the bow. The following is a 
copy of the subprena, which was printed 
in legal form:

Hie National Holiday. 


July 4th.—This was quite an eventful

Pocas." a group of rocky islets, about 8 
feet high, ofi the most easterly point of 
South America; at noon, we fired a salute 
of 21 guns in honor of the day; in the 
afternoon we had athletic sports, and in

The obstruction race was the most amus- 


ing. At the start, the contestants had to 
crawl over and under alternately about 20 
capstan bars placed horizontally about 10 
inches from tbe deck. There 'yjj® 22 con- 
testants and they looked like a BE of cater- 
pillars swarming over and under the bars. 
Another obstruction that bothered them 
was a tangled mass of ropes, which had 
been swung in all directions across the 


's ay. It was about S f est through 


and nowhere was there an opening as large 
as a man's body. 
The runner would force 


his head aud shoulders into the mass and 
trust to luck for finding a favorable lead. 
Many of them got stuck hard and fast and 
could not get out until the rope was taken 


aud it is the duty~of the cabin orderly to 
keep one eye ou'the clock.

chronometers have been wouud.

all the care exercised, a naval vessel's 
chronometers are bound to be fairly accu- 
rate; and that is why merchant vessels, 
that have been at sea for some time, upon

dom neglects the opportunity to get a 
chronometer comparison. 


Vessel In Danger. 


July 7, while steading over Bahia shoals 


we were suddenly startled by the cry of 
"Breakers ahead" from the look out at 
the mast head, 
What could It mean? The 


weather was clear, 
we 
were sure of 


our position, and the lead showed 18 fat- 
homs of nater, just the amount called for 
by the chart. The captain who was on 
the bridge at th8 time examined the break- 
era with a glass and ordeied the course 
changed to avoid them. Xo sooner hud 
this been done than "Breakets ahead' 
was reported on the new course. The en- 
gines 
T-,ere sloped, and 
w'e advanced 


cautiously towards tho -obstructions. The 
only explanation that we could make was 
that a new island had been tin own up by 
volcanic action. Tho ^ead was kept going 
vigorously, but the wafer gave no evidence 
of shallowing. Soou, {however, the mys- 
tery was solved. We pad run into an im- 
mense school of whales which had gotten 
into the shallow waters and were having 
fun. 
We resumed our course. 


July Sth—Picked up Cape Frio light 


4 o'clock a. m.; and a lew hours later 
sighted Hlo. As we stood in I was im 
pressed, as every one is, with the grandeur 
of the scenery, in which respect Rio harbor 
is said to surpass all others. The niosi 
prominent featuie is "Sugar Loaf," t 
slender peak some thousands of feet high 
shaped as its name suggests, like a loaf o 
sugar, and standing alone at the water's 
edge. Until recently wheu an iron ladde 
has been built into the lock at the most in 
accessible part, it had never beeu climbet 
except by a venturesome American mid 
sbipman who planted an Ameiicau ensign 
on the summit. 


At anchor in the harbor we found three 


English meu-of-war, one Italian, and three 
Brazilian, one of which tho Republica wa: 
an old naval review friend of ours. Thi 
usual salutes and courtesies were exchanget 
with them, and with the authorities 01 
shoie. We were glad to be once more a 
anchor for the run from New York hat 
been a very hard one; but nevertheless vor 
creditable. 


We had made the 4834 miles in 18 days 


12 hours, an average speed of 11 knots pe 
houi, breaking the record for distapc 
steamed witl'oui recoaling of our service 
andjas far as we could learn of all nava 
vessels for distance steamed at so high

Those who succeeded in getting through 


dove into a windsail, a canvass chute about 


feet long and 18 in. in diameter,which 


opened 
into 
a 
double sail, laid flat 


on the deck. This was like a large mat- 
tress cover, with a very small opening to 
get out of; and to make things more inter- 
esting;, a large quantity oE flour had been 
placed inside, unknown to the contestants. 
After once entering the windsail, tbe only 
escape was through the outlet in the double 
sail and that wis covered with a flap, 
whicb, in the darkness and flour dust that 
was kicked up by a lot of them scurrying 
around like rats in a trap, made it very 
difficult to find. 


The few who survived all the hardship 


and finished the race appeared to have 
aged very much during the struggle. The 
fun wound up with a tug of war between 
the ward room and junior officers iu which 
youth and knowing how, counted far more 
than weight and dignity aud tbe junior of- 
ficers 
won. 


Tho tojj Resumed. 


July 3.—We picked up the feoutb. Amer- 


ican coast in the vicinity of Pernambuco. 
Many sails were in sight all day, this place 
being a kind of ocean cross roads for all 
sailing vessi.,s bound North or South in 
the Atlantic. 


We conversed with many of them by 


means of signals most of them wishing to 
know< the longitude. 
The accuracy of 


one's determination of longitude depends 
upon the accuracy of the chronometer that 
one carries. A man-of-war carries several 
chronometers which have been very care- 
fully rated, and are protected in every pos- 
siole way from influences which may cause 
them to run irregularly. 


A merchantman 


than one, and even 


rate of speed. You understand that 
vessel steaming a IOBR distance must pro 
ceed at a moderate rate of speea1. For in 
stance, in one days steaming at full powe 
we would make, about_ 450 miles aud con 
sume about 300 tons o£ coal; while iu mak 
ing tlie same distance at a rate of 12 knot 
per hour we would consume only 60 ton 
of coal. 


We were justly proud of the record tha 


we had made; and it is the more remarkabl 
from the fact that we started out with 
green crew, many of whom had never bee 
to sea before, and all of whom were unfa 
miliar with the ship and withont organiz 
ation. Several times during the trip we 
were jeopardized by mistakes in landllng 
the machinery and 
valves. One night 


when I had the watch, w~ater made its ap- 
pearance in the bilge. I put on one pump 
after another, but it gained continually. 
The ship was rolling heavily at the time, 
and the water was soon washing around 
with sufficient force to knock up the floor 
plates in the fireroom. This made it al- 
most impossiblfe to woik the flres; for a 
man standing near the furnace doors 
would suddenly be lifted by the plate on 
which lie was standing and propped into 
the bilge when it capsized. The ooal and 
ashes were washed from the plates into 
the bilge anfl choked the strainers. The 
water washing around the bottoms of the 
boilers, and in the ashpits ;became scald- 
ing hot and prevented getUng at the strain- 
ers to clean them. The steam pumps 
having thus become useless, I was forced 
to adopt the good bid fashioned method of 
bailing by which means, assisted by a 
couple of hand pumps finat I rigeed up, the 
level of the water was sufficiently reduced 
to make it possible to see where it was 
coming into the ship. One (of the men 
through ignorance had opened a couple of 
outboard valves through which two solid 
streams of water were running. This is 
only a sample of the many mistakes that 
were made; and throughout the trip, 
it 
was a constant struggle for us to 


prevent and undo other's errors. Whed we 
got into the tropics, the strain told on the 
men, 
and they went on the sick list in 


droves, making it so much harder for 
those who held out. 
In the face of all 


these difficulties we made a fine record; 
but most of it is due to th,e fact that we 
did not run into any brfd weather. Had 
we done so, I don't know what might have 
happened. The truth is, we ought net to 
have gone to sea until the cr$w had be-

The big Tfisjl for some time past baa 


been in Kialer Fohrd, one of the beat 
huvens in Europe and the chief war j 
harbor of Germany, undergoing various 
experiments. Yesttjirfia; was fleluctfd for 
a forced draught trial. To get the Iron- 
clad in first-class condition for the teat, 40 
officers were sent aboard from the im- 
perial dockyard. 


While 11 of theae artificers were In the 


engine room a tremendous explosion took 
place. The mala stennipipa of the star- 
board engine had burst. Fur above the 
noise of the escaping steam wer<) heard 
the heartrending cries of the injured und 
dying. Panic temporarily spread among) 
the crew, but after a shoit hwsitution ev 
ery effort was put forth to rescue th» un- 
fortunate men In the engine room.

Thirty- 
seven of them were killed instantly. Two 
of the wounded died shortly after receiv- 
ing their injuries.

patched from Kiel to the scene of the 
disaster.

quantity of medical supplies. The guard

The dead and wounded were carried

victims. As the dead and wounded were 
borne from tha vessels to the shore, the air 
resoundsd with the ories of the bereaved, 
while fchose who hau not lost any friends 
or relatives uncovered their heads. 


Not the Tint at Its .Kind. 


Kiel is not unused to such sccngs of suf- 


feriug and death. In August, 1893, un ac- 
cident similar in its draadftil features to 
the present one took place while the Ger 
man vessel Baden was engaged in gun 
practice at FriBteicOBort, ntar Kiel, 
shell from some unexplained cause ex 
plodiug prematurely, killing two lieuten- 
ants and s.pven men. 


Shipbuilding is one of the chief indus- 


tries of Kiel, and its great navy yard Is 
one of the chiot features of the city. 


Kiel is the Baltic headquarters of the 


German navj. Ihe haven op which it is 
located runs mto Kiel bay, whose waters 
flow into the Baltic sea. 


About the Brandenburg. 


WASHINGTON, Fab. IT. —The German 


battleship Brandenburg is one of a group 
o£ four vessels built on the same general 
plan. The ofhors are the ICurfurt, the 
ffrederiek WiUlelra, the Weisseubnrg and 
the Worth. 


They resemble in general plan onr own 


battleships, the Indiana and Massachu- 
setts, but are more nearly the size of the 
Iowa, their tonnage beiRg I0,!j(i0, length 
864ft. 4in., beam (Mft., and draft SMIt "ill. 
The vessels are not high powered craft, 
the engines being constructed for a speed 
of 16 knots, at 9500 horse power.

hav? heavy barbebt es covered with 113-4 
inches armor, citadels with 168-4 inches 
of armor, and an armor belt. 


The Brandenburg was launched 
in 


1891, and w»s on her trial trip at the time 
of the disaster. Naval experts have al- 
ways regarded such accidents as most 
difficult to guard against. The great 
pipes, necessary to carry the euarmoai 
quantity of steam required to develop 
8500 horse porrer in the engines, 
are 


usually made of copper, nnd the highest 
mechanical skill is used to make them 
safe from explosian. 


Nevertheless, owing to the unknown 


strains developed in the great lengths of 
this piping, with its numerous bends and 
joints, when the steam pressure is run up 
to high figures, it is almost impossible in 
advance of actual trial to foretell how the 
pipes will act. 


It is recalled here that several men lost 


their lives on the United States cruiser 
Concord a year or two ago by a precisely 
similar accident. After much specula- 
tion and discussion by engineers at the 
time, the conclusion reached by the ma- 
jority was that the accident was caused 
by the development of what is known as 
a "water hammer," which means that a 
considerable quantity of condensed water 
is suddenly hurled through the pipes with 
irresistible force, tearing out the nearest 
bend or resisting angle. It is thought

However, in forecajting the (rospeclB of 


Ihe season it may be said at the outsel lhat 
everything depends upon the continuance 
of hard times or the improvement of trade 
and the market.f More vital than this per- 
haps, Is primarily,the question whelhor tbe 
labor unions will resume the strike of last 
season. This one question stands like a 
wall before several of the Lowell contrac- 
lors, whose oplniou, upon the prospects 
for the season, had been requested. They 
cannot or will not say what work they 
have In view, until they know 
definitely 


whether or not Ihey are to expect labor 
troubles. THE SUN found the difficulty at 
the outset In seeking to canvass the build- 
ers, and it looks as if trailing arbutus 
will be sold upon the street before there Is 
the least stir in the building trades. 
But 


it will be interesting lo know that the large 
number of unfinished buildings In Ihe city 
and environs forecasts a fair share of work 
oven if no new buildings are commenced 
upon. 


It Is understood that a new Opera house 


is to be put up In place of the old corpora- 
tion block, owned by U. D. White of Bos- 
ton, on Bridge street, between Paige and 
French' streets.

Tlio National JlnJIduy.

July 8lh— Picked up Cape Frlo light al 


4 o'clock a.m.; and a 1'ow hours later 
sighted lllo. As we stood In I was Im- 
pressed, as every ono is, wilh the grandour 
of the scenery, In which respect lllo barbnr 
is said to surpass all others. The most 
prominent feature is "Sugar Loaf," a 
slender peak some thousands of feet high, 
shaped as Its name suggests, llko a loaf of 
sugar, and standing alone al tbc water's 
edge. Until recently when an Iron ladder 
has been built Into the rock at the most In- 
accessible part, it had never beau climbed 
except by a venturesome American mid- 
ahlpman who planted au American ensign 
on tbc summit. 


At anchor in the harbor we found throe 


English men-of-war, one Italian, aud three 
Brazilian, one of which tlio Kepubllcu was 
an old naval review friend of ours. 
The 


usual salutes and courloales were exchanged 
with them, and with the authorities on 
shore. 
We were glad to be once more al 


anchor for the run from New York had 
been a vcrv hard one; but neverlhulo'es very 
creditable. 


We had made the 48J14 miles In 18 days, 


12 hours, an average sp,cd of 11 knots pel 
hour, breaking the .record for distapce 
summed witt'ou! recoall'iig of our service; 
and|as far as we could Uaru of all naval 
vesBulB for distance steamtld at so high a 
rate of speed. You understand that a 
vessel steaming a long distance must prp- 
ceed at a moderate rate of speed. For In- 
stance, In one days stuamlug at full power 
we would unko about 450 miles anil cou- 
sump about 300 tons of ooalj while hi mak- 
ing the same distance at a rate of .12 knots 
per hour we would consumo only 00 tons 
of coal.

land, the United States and other nations 
contributing to the ranks of the pioneers. 


The basis on •which, this colony is to be 


organized and conducted is tlie same as 
that laid down by Dr. Theodor Hertzka, 
the well known Austrian economist, in 
his book, "Freiland,"' from which the 
district will take its name. In accoid- 
etaca with the principles laid down by 
the Austrian professor, the land will, 
from the outset, be the property neither 
of individuals nor of the community, but 
will be free to the use ot ajl, without 
payment of rent. Every kind of indus- 
try, agnoultural or otherwise, will be 
conducted by voluntary groups or asso- 
ciations of self governing men, who will 
be the owners of all they can produce, 
but will have no exclusive right to the 
land. 


The first batch of colonists will leave 


for their new home ia a few weeks. 
They will number about 20, and will 
include persons of all nationalities, 
among them several Englishmen and 
Americans. They will sail from Hani- 
burg, probably by the German Bust 
African lino of steamers, to Lamu, 40 
miles north of Tana river, where they 
will land. As pait of their equipment 
they will take on the deck of the ocean 
steamer a small stern wheel rivei boat 
of 40 horsepower, which will be used to 
tow the lighters containing the expedi- 
tion and its impedimenta. 


The colonists will go up the liver as 


far as ths first falls at Hargazo, a point 
about 250 miles from the seat where the 
mountainous country begins. The steam- 
er -will subsequently be used as a mail 
packet between the station to be built at 
Hargazo and the settlement at Yitu, at 
the river mouth. She -will also serve to 
convey batches of immigrants when tbe 
pioneers have completed their prepara- 
tory work and the actual work of colo- 
•nizatiou Begins. A second party of 40 
will leave Hamburg a few weeks later 
than the pioneers. 


The first party will be under the lead- 


ership of Dr. Julius Wilhelm, who will 
have as Ms lieutenant Herr Clemens 
Dsnhardt, a German trader of Vitu, who 
has extensive relations with, the natives 
on the banks of the Tana and is well ac- 
quainted with the language and 
tonis of the people. The expedition will 
include several medical men and a num- 
ber of practical engineers. A sum of 
|350 is subscribed by each man, $75 of 
which will be expended in the ocean 
passage, leaving a balance of $175 per 
head available for general purposes. In 
addition to this sum many thousands of 
dollars have been subscribed by the pub- 
lie.

The site of the new colony will be 


Machakoland, a country about 150 miles 
from the river station at Hargazo, 100 
Bales south, of Mount Kema, the great 
mountain, 18,400 feet high, recently ex- 
plored bry Dr. Gregory of the British 
museum. The camp at Hargazo will be 
supplied from this district, and a young 
Englishman will leave England shortly 
in advance of the pioneer party and take 
a caravan from ilombosa to Machako 
and thence to Hargazo. The object o] 
his journey is to purchase cattle and hire 
native porters at Macbako. A soon as 
the pioneers arrive, lightly equipped par 
ties of explorers will be dispatched to thi 
Kenia district to choose the actual sites 
for the settlements.

How to Kciicu China Silks. 


In these days, when wash silks are in 


common use, a few words in regard to 
washing them may be of interest. As 
silk ia an animal fiber, like wool, it can- 
not be tieated inlthe same way as cot- 
ton, which may b& aisbjected to water 
of all tempeiatures without injury. 
Silk should be washed as rapidly as pos- 
sible. Examine the articles to be wash- 
ed, aud if there are any parts especially 
soil-d clean with a little benzine or gas- 
oline, applied with a flannel cloth. Then 
prepare a soapsuds of lukewarm water 
and plunge the garments in it, sousing 
them up and down and rubbing them 
thoroughly in thesuds. Rinse them into 
water a little cooler, and theii into a 
third water still a little cooler, and feo 
on until the final rinsing water is per- 
fectly cold. Do not blue them. Wring 
them out as dry as possible with a ma- 
chins. Lay them in sheets or heavy 
cloths and loll them as hard as you can 
in firm rolls. Put them away for an 
hour, and at tbe end of that time iron 
thera on the wrong Bide.

But it Las been -reserved for thn 
present year to see in that dark continent 
an. experiment of what may bo~Tcrmed 
civilized communism; tlie communism of 
European doctrinaires—that is, as distin- 
guished from the older and simpler com- 
munism of Borrioboolu-Glin, This ex- 
periment comprises the founding of a 
large colony in British east Africa, cos 
mopolitan in character, Germany, Eng- 
land, the United Stales and olher nations 
contributing tothernnksof the pioneers. 


Tlie basis on which, this colonyis to bo 


organized and conducted is tlie smiie (IF 
that laid down by Dr. Theodor Herteka, 
the well known Austrian economist, in 
his book, "Freiland," from which the 
district will take its name. In accord- 
ance with the principles laid down by 
tho Austrian professor, the land will, 
from the outset, bo tho property neither 
of individuals nor of the community, bill 
will be free to tho nso of ajl, without 
payment of rent. Every kind of indus- 
try, agricultural or otherwise, will bo 
conducted by voluntary groups or asso- 
ciations of eelf governing men, who will 
be the owners of nil they can produce, 
but will havo no exclusive right to the 
land. 


The first batch of colonists will leave 


for their new. homo in.a few weeks. 
They will number about 20, and will 
include persons of all nationalities, 
among them several Englishmen and 
Americans, Thoy will sail from Ham- 
burg, probably by the German ILnst 
African lino of steamers, to Lamu, 40 
miles north of Tana river, Whore they 
Will land. As part of their equipment 
they will take ou tho deck of Hie ocean 
steamer a small stern wheel river boat 
of 40 horsepower, which will be used to 
tow the lighters containing tllo expedi- 
tion and its impedimenta. 


The colonists will go np the river ns 


far as the first falls at Hargazo, a point 
about 250 miles from tlio sea, where the 
mountainous country begins. Tho steam- 
er will subsequently be used as a mail 
packet between the station to be built at 
Hargazo and the settlement at Yilu, at 
tho rivor mouth. She will also serve to 
convey batches of immigr.-.=ts.when the 
pioneers have completed their prepara- 
tory work nnd tho actual work of colo- 
nization begins. .A second party of dO 
will leave Hamburg a few weeks later 
than the pioneers. , 


The first party will bo under the lead- 


ership of Dr. Julius Wilhelm, who will 
have as his lieutenant Horr Cloruens 
Denhardt, a German trader of Vitu, who 
has extensive relations wllk tho natives 
ou tho banks of tho Tana and ia well ac- 
quainted with, tho language and cus- 
toms of the people. The expedition will 
include several medical men and a num- 
ber of practical engineers. A sum of 
$250 is subscribed by each man, $75 of 
which will be expended in the ocean 
passage, •leaving a balance of (ITS per 
head available for general purposes. In 
addition to this sum many thousands of 
dollars have been subscribed by tho pub- 
lic.

Machakoland, a. country about 150 miles 
from the river station at Hargazo, 100 
miles south of Mount Kenia, the great 
mountain, 18,400 feet high, recently ex- 
plored by Dr. Gregory of the British 
museum.

GREAT SURPRISE. 


Fluctuations Cause Weakness in Rail- 


road Stocks. 


KEW YOKE, Feb. 17.—H. G. Dan & Co.'a 


Weekly Review ot Trade says: 


This has been a week of record break- 


Ing. In wlieat, iu silver, in some forms of 
iron a"ifl s'fel, in cotton and in well- 
known cotton and woolen goods, the 
lowest prices ever known have been made, 
ind it is gratifying that failures of im- 
portance have not resulted. 


The great fall ip wheat had a percepti- 


ble influence upon the tone of business 
generally, and there was less confidence 
in Wall street, less improvement in man- 
ufactures and a greater decrease in tne 
volume of payments through clearing 
house, which were 36.4 per cent less than 
a year ago, outside ?!ew York, and 43.7 
per cent less than a year ago, here, not- 
withstanding unusual transactions in 
grain. 


Wheat at 60 3-8 cents is not only lower 


by 41-4 cents than it was tor a single day j 
last year, but lower by 131-4 cents than it 
had ever been in the previous 77 years. A 
visible supply of over 79,000,000 bushels 
Feb. 10, with sales and receipts from 
farms continuing large, has completely 
destroyed faith in the official report of the 
yield last year, and causes enormous liq- 
uidation. 


Corn and other products fluctuated but 


little, though receipts of corn were large. 


The Cotton Market. 


Cotton declined 1-S cent, with increasing 


distrust of short crops and limits The re- 
ceipts from plantations this week have 
been larger than a year ago, and at no 
time small enough to support the idea 
that the crop of 1893 was but 6,000,000 
bales, which would mean that less than 
800,000 bales have yet to come into sight 
In over six months. 


Shipments of boots and shoes from the 


east are 19 per cent less than a year ago, 
with cheaper grades predominating in 
orders and in manufacture, and not many 
factories fully employed. 


Textile industries do not seem to have 


gained within the past week, for as many 
works have closed aa have resumed work, 
and in woolen and cotton manufacture 
rather more. 


There has been a sharp break in print 


cloths to 2 34 cents; some of the beat 
known cottons have been put at the 
lowest prices ever made, and there is 
more talk of general closing of mills. 


Trade In Woolens. 
•» 


Some woolen mills of large importance 


- have stopped, one because reduction of 


wages was resisted, and in textile works 
such reductions have beea more numer- 
ous and larger than in any previous week. 
The demand for woolen gooria does not 
improve, and sales of wool decreased 
sharply 
after the brisk activity two 


weeks ago, being only 4,114,591 pounds 
for the week, against 5,826,300 last year. 
Though some grades are scarce and prices 
relatively higher west than here, the 
markets do not advance. 


Stocks have been weaker with the fall 


in wheat, those of granger roads declining 
over $1 a share in most cases, and the New 
York Central also, in spite of the fact 
that trunk lines and granger roads 
showed much less decrease in earnings 
than in other recent weeks. The \reskness 
in railroad stocks lain part due to violent 
fluctuations in trust stocks and the break 
in sugar, which fell $5 a share, with 
heavy transactions. 


Failures for the week have been 323 in 


the United States, against 197 lust year, 
and 55 in Canada, against 36 last year. 
Though several were of some magnitude, 
the aggregate of liabilities was apparently 
below the weekly average for January. 


"With nearly complete returns for Janu- 


ary, the aggregate of liabilities in 2803 
failures is $SO,9*i,49T, of which $11,831,805 
was of manufacturing and $18,198,476 o£ 
trading concerns.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—In a hope that 


the Kearsarge may yet be put together 
strong enough to be retained as a histori- 
cal relic in the shape of a schoolship, As- 
sistant Secretary of the Navy McAdoo 
yesterday had a conference with Captain 
Merritt, the head of the wrecking com- 
pany 
.The captain signified a willing- 


ness to undertake the salvage of the Kear- 
sarge on reasonable terms. He says he 
has ivozked vessels out of all known diffi- 
culties, has even picked them out of the 
sea, and that the Kearsarge must be in a 
bad plight indeed, if he cannot get her off 
the teef. 


The navy department is disposed to act 


with all due speed iu the matter, because 
of a fear that the Kearsarge may be 
looted by some of the lawless natives of 
New Providence before the aalvers can 
arrive on the scene. 


Lieutenant J. A. Smith of the navy has 


presented a plan for rescuing the guns 
and armament of the Kearsarge. The 
plan was'submitted to Lieutenant Smith 
by E. M. Stoddard, who commanded the 
guns of the Kearsarge during her battle 
with cue Alabama 
Mr. Stoddard is now 


in the wrecking business at Norfolk. He 
estimated that an expedition could be 
fitted out to' rescue the Kearsarge from 
the West Indian waters for about $13,000. 


ilr. Stoddard thinks the battery and a 


portion of the hull could be recovered. 


Acting on this latter, Mr. Blair, yester-

A ROW OVER MONEY 


Has Developed In the Dominion's Largest 


Catholic University, 


MONTREAL, Feb 17.—The revolt of the 


professors and students of the Montreal 
branch of Lavalle university, the greatest 
of French Roman Catholic educational 
institutions in the Dominion, over the 
management of its affairs, promises to re- 
sult in the biggest scandal for a long 
time. At the bottom of the trouble is tha 
mysterious disappearance of funds, which, 
while handled by the bishops, are said 
rightly to belong to the university. 


An annual amount of 86000, derived from 


masses for the dead in the provinces, de- 
creed by the pope to go to Lava^le to 
assist in paying running expenses, has 
not been paid over, it is alleged, by the 
Dishops who collected the money. About 
$23,000 of the Jesuits and state fund, also 
.ntended for Lavalle, has never reached, 
it is alleged, the financial syndicate of the 
aniversity, which is composed of clergy 
and laymen. All of these profess ignor- 
ance as to where the money has gone. 


Abbe Praule, vice chancellor of the 


universitv, is goine to Europe, and $1500 
was granted him,which it was stated came 
ont of the university ftmas. This has also 
added fuel to the flame of discord. The 
abbe denies the statement as to the 
origin of the money and interest. Lay- 
men have expressed a determination to 
demand an investigation.

B year ago, outside New York, und 43.' 
percent leaa than a year ago, here, not 
wlthatanding unusual transactions 
grain. 


Wheat at 60 3-8 cents is nob only lower 


by 4 1--1 cents than it was for a single day 
last year, but lower by 13 1-4 cents than It 
had ever been in the previous 77 years. A 
visible supply of over 79,000,000 bushels 
Feb. 10, with sales and receipts from 
farms continuing large, has completely 
destroyed faith in the official report of tho 
yield last year, and causes enormous liq 
uidation.

The Cotton Mnrkol. 


Cotton declined 1-8 cent, with increasing 


distrust of short crops and limits. The re 
ceipts from plantations this week have 
been larger thim a year ago, and at no 
time small enough to Eiipporc the idea 
that the crop of 1693 was but 0,000,000 
bales, which would mean that less than 
800,000 bales have yet to come into Bight 
In over elx months. 


Shipments of boots and shoes from tbe 


east are 19 per cant less than a year ngo, 
with cheaper grades predominating in 
orders and In manufacture, and not many 
factories lully employed. 


Textile Industries do not seem to have 


gained within the past week, for as many 
works have closed as have remained work, 
imd in woolen and cotton manufacture 
rather more. 


There has been a sharp break in print 


cloths to 2 3-4 cants; some of the best 
known cottons have been put at the 
lowest prices ever made, and there is 
more talk of general closing of mills.

Some woolen mills of large importance 


have etopped, one because reduction of 
wages was resisted, and in textile works 
such reductions have been more numer- 
ous and larger than in any previous week.

over $1 a share in most cases, aud the New 
York Central also, In spite of the fact 
that trunk lines and granger roads 
showed much less decrease in earnings 
than In other recent iveeka. The weakness 
In railroad stocks is in part dne to violent 
fluctuations in trust stocks and the break 
in sugar, which fell S3 a share, with 
heavy transactions.

MONTREAL, Feb. 17.—The revolt of th 
rofessors and students of the Montrea 
ranoh of Lavalle university, tho greates 
f French Roman Catholic educationa 
institutions in the Dominion, over th 
nanagement of its affairs, promises to re- 
nit In tha biggest scandal for a long 
me. At the bottom of the trouble is th 
lysterions disappearance of funds, which 
'bile handled by the bishops, are sau 
ghtly to belong to the university. 
An annual amount of 66000, derived fro: 
nasses for the dead in tho provinces, de- 
creed by the pope to go to Lavalle to 
assist in paying running expenses, has 
not been paid over, it is alleged, by thi 
bishops who collected the money. About 
525,000 of the Jesuits and state fund, also 
intended for Lavalle, has never reached, 
It is alleged, the financial syndicate of the 
Buiversity, which is compos9d of clergy 
and laymen. All of these profess ignor- 
ance as to where the money has gone.

Vp to IS^O this nchool was 
taught openly, for before tlrnl dale the 
laws of Georgia, rtid not forbid i lie tracking 
of a free person of color. In referring to 
this prohibitory law in justice it ouylit to 
be admitted that the requirement*-1, of the 
"institution of slavery," were such that it 
would have been unwise to undcrtaka to 
maintain tho system of slavery and run 
the risk of having the slaves read «uch 
literature as began then to be citculatcd 
by the abolitionists. It is proper also to 
add that many slaveholdeis did not shaiv 
this fear and were willing in the face of 
slavery to gi~e their slaves elementary 
teaching in reading and writing. 


After Dec. 22,1S20, it was inada n penal 


offense to teach a negro or free person of 
color to rend or write. 
Henco from that 


time all negro schools were clandestine. 
Froumontaine's school, however, 
flour-

It laid the foundation of the educaliorml 
work among the colored people of Gt-orgin. 
Several o£ his pupils clandestinely taught 
school to tho beginning of the war.—Bui- 
latin of Atlanta University.

It Wns Eess DsudtyThnu tha Billy oa* 


Could Be Put to Many Vita. 


Probably tho most popular order which 


iuperintendcnt; Byroba ever issued was 
theoua abolishing the night stick. No 
citizen was ever known to call a night 
stick anything but a club, a term which 


never used by tha polico to designato 


any weapon they ever carried. Club was a 
aard, harsh same that most citizens were 
unablo to disassociate from clubbing and 
led many to bcllcvo that they might some 
duyhaye tho misfortune to bo unjustly, 
ilubbcd. It will sucarise such peoplo to 
lenrn that if they ever should he clubbed 
tljsy will faro worse uuder tho weight of 
the short, hard batons now carried thau 
under tuo blows of the old time night 
sticks. The expjauation ia simple. 


The night, sticks were loads of tha best) 


seasoned locust. Well seasoned locust b»- 
conips comparatively light and is springy. 
The batons, or billies, which replaced them 
arc made of tho heaviest wood available— 
KMwood, lignum vitas and the like—and 
010 short and absolutely devoid of pliabil- 
ity; conaequeDjly n blow on the head, 
which, dealt with a night stick, would re- 
sultonly in n scalp wound, if dealt with tho 
policemnn's present weupou might result 
in a fracture yf the skull. 


So true is this that ninny of tho older 


policiimeu who have carried a night stick 
for yenrM will draw a rtwolvcr on a refrac- 
tory pus-oner, hoping to intimidate him by 
tho Pxlubitiou ot 'It, rather thau to risk 
drawing tho billy,Svhich would have lit- 
tle or no terrifying effect on the prisoner 
and might result in his death if the officer 
was forced to Ubo it. 


The night stick had many uses with 


which the i;eneral public had little chance 
to grow familiar. Tho regulation length 
was^« inchcH, but they often exceeded this 
by two or four inches. The leather thong 
which Thu user wrapped about his baud to 
rc-enforco bin grip on tho weapon was 
nearly us long and Waa strong enough to 
sustain thu weight of most men. It gavo 
1(3 possessor a reuch of at least five feet, 
and time and again (he night stick han 
been u->ed as a support until other nssist- 
nni'e could coma for Borne unfortunate 
who had fallen or jumped overboard, uud 
in CUM"* of grout, umurgoncy whero tho 
drowning man nr woman was losing 
strength or growing benumbed with cold 
awvitiug tho avrivi\\ of botxt^ or i opes the 
nixht stick and ftmp htivo been used to 
drag them up to the pior. Again, ithusbcen 
found invaluable us u life saver whuu Htr 
tciH weie too far away uud the ambulance 
•niiM tardy in, ic!>pou(lui){ to u call. Four 
men with &0 night sticks, one of the 
sticks slipped under the kneei, the other 
under the ni-ins of the patient, could carry 
him easily and rapidly to thu hospital or 
station.

of lihe to v hich the handy night sticik has 
been put was iu extinguishing me. Fire* 
started, no ono knows how, in rubbish in 
cellars or in licdding or clothing iu rooms 
and clnseti arc among the most common 
that give t he firemen a run.

The third was a walking costume for a 


widow, and a young one too. Like the oth- 
ers, the entire gown was of courtauld crape. 
Around the skirt were placed half inch 
folds of courtauld crape cut bias, which 
throws a differenl -(jade upon it. Them 
were 13 in the 
first 
-ter, 11 in the second, 


9 in the third, and .so ou clear to the waist, 
whic-j was round and had gigot -sleeves, 
ivith folds of the crape at the wrists. Over 
this was worn a military cape of coxirtauld, 
with clubtcrs o£ folds reaching fiom the 
bottom to the shoulders, where there was a 
deep incroyable collar with rovers. This 
gown was walking length. The bonnet w.xs 
n close saucer shape, with a short brussels 
net veil in front, bound with a two inch 
border of crape. The crape veil reached to 
the bottom of the dress in the back. There 
(vas the roleau of white crape under the 
brim to signify that this was the proper 
thing for a widow—the silver lining, as it 
were, to the black cloud. There was a 
white hemstitched mull tie at the neck. 


I have been thus particular to describe 


these three gowns, as they are all imported 
and are the finest of their kind ever shown 
hers. 


In another window—and how well they 


do arrange these windowsl—there stand 
two beautiful wax girls with some new 
eprinR wraps. One wears a gray cloth tai- 
lor dress, with seven rows of castle braid of 
glossy black mohair around the skirt, which 
clears tlft ground. The under corsage is 
perfectly plain, buttorn.2 on the left side.

Among.astronpmical phenomena for Feb- 


ruary the following are noted In Popular 
Science jStays: Mercury passed superior 
con junction with the sun on the morning 
of Jan. 29, and during the month it is un 
evening star, coming to greatest east elon- 
gation on Feb. S3. It is then 18 degrees 
east of the sun and is also about 7 degrees 
north, as well, so that it is in very good po- 
Bition-for evening observation. It may be 
seen under favorable conditions of weather 
during the last half of the month shortly 
after sunset nearly "vertically over the place 
•where the sun set, low down in the twilight. 
It will not be in good position for evening 
observation again until the noxfc eastern 
elongation in June, when it will be farther 
away trotn'the sun, but not so much to the 
north of that body. 


Venus comes to inferior con junction »vith 


the sun and changes from an evening to a 
morning star on the morning of Feb. K). 
During most of the month it Is too near the 
sun_to bo seen without a telescope. Dur- 
ing the first few days of the month it may 
be seen as au evening star some distance to 
the north of the sun, and it may possibly 
show as a morning star at the end of tho 
month, but it is quite near the sun and will 
not be easily seen. Mars is gradually in- 
creasing its distance from, the sun ;md is a 
morning star, rising at about half past 3 
toward the close of the month.

To KPOP Ships From Sinking. 


According to the New York Tribune, pat- 


ents have been secured in this country, 
Canada and Great Britain for a device to i 
prevent vessels at sea from sinking, even 
when in collision.

Of all our vessels assembled in the naval 
eview fleet, this ship and the Atlanta 
vere the only ones which, in response to 
an interrogatory from the department, were 
•eported ready for a foreign cruise. The 
ithers were in need of more or less repairs_ 
We had previously oeen billeted as flagship 
if the European squadron, but the revolu- 
ion in Nicaragua and the necessity of the 
Boston leaving Honolulu for her long de- 
ayed docking, created an immediate de- 
mand for two ships. Naturally the Phila- 
delphia and the Atlanta were selected; the 
alter to relieve the Boston, and the former 
;o go to Nicaragua. Our chagrin at losing 
tbe European station was compensated by 
our joy at being sent to Nicaragua. 


At the breaking up of the naval review 


leet, we moved around from the North 
river to the navy yard and took ahoard the 
stores for the cruise. At sunset on the 
31st of May we ceased to be the flagship. 
The admiral had announced his intention 
of hauling down Ms flag at that time; and 
contrary to the usual custom, officers who 
were off duty were not required to remain 
on board for the function, those who 
went ashore, however, returned voluntarily; 
and when "All hands to muster" was 
called, every one was there, an incidenl 
which touched the old admiral much. 
He 


made a little speech, in which he said that 
he was now relinquishing tbe last command 
that he would ever have afloat; then turn- 
ing to the captain he said, with tears in his 
voice, "Haul down my flag, sir." As the 
flag came slowly down the ship's company 
stood with bared heads and a salute of 13 
guns was fired when the flag reached the 
deck, tbe admiral said good-bye to each ol 
the officers and hurried over the gangway 
sobbing like a child. 


During the next few days the personnel 


of the ship was greatly changed. 
Of the 


35 officers, all but 11 havine finished their 
three years' cruise, were detached, and 
their places were taken by others. Forwarc 
the change was even greater. Of the 340 
men only 40 of the old crew were left. 


At noon on the 30th of June we were al 


ready, except tbat one of the officers who 
had been ordered to the ship had not yet 
arrived. A telegram from him liad been 
received in the morning stating that he 
would arrive at 6 p. m. from Boston. II 
was necessary for us to get over the bar al 
high tide, so at 1.20 we got under way. The 
deck was crowded with friends who hat 
come down to say farewell; and as we 
movedoutof the Wallabout the crews o 
;he other ships manned the rigsing am 
cheered us. "While disappearing from view 
the other ships made signals, -'tiood-bye' 
and "Bon voyage," to which, we repliel 
"Good-bye and "Thanks.'' We stcamei 
down to Thomkinsville, Staten Island, and 
dropped anchor to await the arrival of tbj 
missing officer. 


At 7.15 he arrived alongside in a tug 


which he had chartered; and at 7.30 ou 
anchor was up and we were under way 
bound to the southward as far as our coa 
would take us. We wanted to make Kio 
hut as none of our ships, without sail I 
assist, had ever made so long a passage, i 
was probable that we would ha\e to put ir 
at St. Thomas or Barbadoes.

OPINION THAT AMERICANS ARE 


DIVIDED ON ANNEXATION. 


Conscription Would be Necessary in 


Tliis Country.

OTTAWA, Feb. n. 
Sir Georgn Cliesuey, 


an English military expert, recently made 
an aililiess, in which ho said: 


•'It wotllil be impossible for us to pre- 


vent the occupation of Canada hy the 
forces of the United Suites. It would 
neither be useful nor practicable for the 
government to picparo any measures for 
the defence of Canada. 


Adjt.-(icn. Powell, speaking on this 


subject, lust night, said he did not agree 
with Sir George Clicsncv. aud pointed out 
several reasons why (Jmiiuln. would not fall 
an easy prey to the United States. 


In the lirst place the American people 


would bi* divided upon the expediency of 
taking Canada by mililnry force, and so an 
invading army could only be drawn from 
that section which was lavorablo to it un- 
less by conscription, while on the other 
hand Canadians would be milled and would 
be able to offer substantial resistance. 


Col. 1'ovvoll also pointed, out that an 


army could not venture very far Into a bos- 
tile country which contains no sympathiz- 
ers, because they would bi; Oeut'ived of sup- 
plies and support necessary to keep a large 
body ot men iu the Held.

ation. Several times during the trip we 
were jeopardized by mistakes in handling 
tbe machinery and 
valves. One nigh 


when I had the watch, water made its ap- 
jearance in the bilge. I put on oue pump 
ifter another, hut it gained continually. 
Tbe ship was rolling heavily at the time, 
and tbe water was soon washing arouni 
with sufficient force to knock up tbe floor 
plates in the fireroom. This made it al- 
most impossible to work Ihe fires; fora 
man standing near the furnace door, 
would suddenly be lifted by the plate on 
which he was standing and dropped into 
the bilge when it capsized. The coal and 
ashes were wasbed from the plates into 
the bilge and choked the strainers. The 
water washing around the bottoms of the 
boilers, and in the ashpits ^became scald- 
ing hot and prevented getting at the strain- 
ers to clean them. Tbe steam pumps 
having thus become useless, I was forced 
to adopt the good old fashioned method of 
bailing by which means, assisted by a 
couple of hand pumps that I rigged up, the 
level of the water was sufficiently reduced 
to make it possible to see where it was 
coming into the ship. One !of the men 
through ignorance had opened a couple of 
outboard valves through which two solid 
streams of water were running. This is 
only a sample of the many mistakes that 
were made; and throughout the trip, 
it was a constant struggle for us to 
prevent and undo other's errors. Whed we 
got into the tropics, the strain told on the 
men, and they went on the sick list iu 
droves, making it so much harder for 
those who held out. In the face of all 
these difficulties we made a tine record; 
but most of it is due to the fact that we 
did not run into any bad weather. Had 
we done so, I don't know what might have 
happened. 
Tbe truth is, we ought not to 


have gone to sea until the crew had be- 
come thoroughly organized, aud familiar 
with the ship, and until much of our aux- 
iliary machinery, which was in bad shape, 
had been overhauled. To be sure we had 
been reported ready, but that was all due 
to "esprit du corps" which some wag in 
the service has defined as "lying about 
your own ship." The entrance to the har- 
bor of Eio is about one mile wide and is 
strongly fortified.

FRANK BYRNE DEAD. 


Ho 'Was, Accused of Taking Fait in 


rjc Murders.; 
- • 


PHOYTDF.XCK, Eet>. 17.— F^ant Byrne- of 


this city died here yesterday from heart 
disease. He vfas well known, as the secre- 
tary of the Irish Land league, "both in 
London and Paris, from I8SO to 1882. 
His 


death recalls the assassination of Lord 
Frederick Cavendish and Under Secre- 
tary Burke on May 0, 1883, in Phoenix 
park, iDublin. Byrne was at that time iii 
London as the league, officer. . 


Mrs. Byrue was arrested some months 


later and accused by the Dublin police of 
having brought the knives, with which 
the murder was committed, over from 
London. She was detained in Dublin 
castle and was subjected to the most 
severe inquisition, after which- she was 
released.

He is at present on 
the U. S. S. Vhiladelpbia.uow at Honolulu, 
awaiting orders to proceed to Mare Island 
navy yard, San ITninci3co,to be overhauled 
as she is reported by a naval commission to 
be iu rather a dangerous condition.' 
The 


los of the voyage gives iusight into a few 
of the happenings on a mau-of-war which 
seldom get into print. 


Of all oui1 vessels assembled in Ibc naval 


review fleet, this ship and the Atlanta 
were the only ones which, in response Lo 
an interrogatory from the department, were 
reported ready for a foreign cruise. The 
others were in need of more or less repairs 
We had previously been billeted as tlagship 
of the European squadron, but the revolu- 
tion in Nicaragua and the necessity of Ihc 
Boston leaving Honolulu for her long de- 
layed docking, created an immediate de- 
mand for two ships. Naturally the Phila- 
delphia and the Atlanta were selected; the 
latter to relieve the 13oslon,and the former 
to go Lo Nicaragua. Our chagrin at losing 
Lhe European station was compensated by 
our joy at bcinc; sent lo Nicaragua. 


At the breaking up of the naval review 


fleet, we moved around from tbe North 
river to the navy yard and took aboard the 
stores for the cruise. At, sunset, on the 
81st of May we ceased to be the flagship. 
The admiral had announced his Intention 
of hauling down his flag at that time; and 
contrary to the usual custom, officers who 
were off duty were not required to remain 
on board for ihe function. Those who 
went ashore, however, returned voluntarily; 
and when "All hands to muster" was 
called, every one .was there, an incident 
which touched the old admiral much. Jle 
made a little speech, in which he said that 
he was now relinquishing the last command 
that he would ever have afloat; then Lnru- 
iug to the captain he said, with tears iu his 
voice, "Haul down my flag, sir." As the 
flag came slowly down Lhe ship's company 
stood with bared heads and a salute of 13 
guns was tired wheu the flag reached the 
deck, tbc admiral said good-bye to eacb of* 
the officers and hurried over the gangway 
sobbing like acliild.

I had beard so much about the horrors of 


the Pars! method of entombment that in 
spite of my perhaps morbid desire to see 
and understand all the characteristic phases 
of eastern life I was almost nervous as we 
drove to the outer gate of the beautiful 
gardens that inclose the last resting place 
of the Parsis who die in Bombay.

As part of their equipment 
they will take on the deck of the ocean 
steamer a small stern wheel river boat 
of 40 horsepower, which will be used to 
tow the lighters containing the expedi- 
tion and its impedimenta. 


The colonists will go up the river as 


far as the first falls at Hargazo, a point 
about 250 miles from the sea, where tha 
mountainous country begins. The steam- 
er will subsequently be used as a mail 
packet between tha station to be built at 
Hargazo and tha settlement at Vitu, at 
the river mouth. She will also serve to 
convey batches of immigrants when tha 
pioneers hove completed their prepara- 
tory work and the actual work of colo- 
nization begins. A second party of 40 
-will leave Hamburg a few weeks later 
than the pioneers. 


The first party will be under the lead- 


ership of Dr. Julius Wilnelm, who will 
have as his lieutenant Herr Clemens 
Denhardt, a German trader of Vitu, who 
has extensive relations with the natives 
on the banks of the Tana and is well ac- 
quainted with the language and cus- 
toms of the people. The expedition will 
include several medical men and a num- 
ber of practical engineers, A sum of 
$250 is subscribed by each man, |75 of 
which will be expended in the ocean 
passage, leaving a balance of $175 per 
head available for general purposes. In 
addition to this sum many thousands of 
dollars have been subscribed by the pub- 
lic. Several exalted personages have 
contributed. 


The site of the new colony will be 


Machakoland, a country about 150 miles 
from the river station at Hargazo, 100 
miles south of Mount Kenia, the great 
mountain, 18,400 feet high, recently ex- 
plored by Dr. Gregory of the British 
museum. The camp at Hargazo will be 
supplied from this district, and a young 
Englishman will leave England shortly 
in advance of the pioneer party and take 
a caravan from Mombosa to Machako 
and thence to Hargazo. The object of 
Ms journey is to purchase cattle and hire 
native porters at Machako. A soon as 
the pioneers arrive, lightly equipped par- 
ties of explorers will be dispatched to the 
Kenia district to choose the actual sites 
for the settlements. This is not expected 
to prove a difficult task, as between 
Machako and the Tana there is a wide 
valley, some eight miles broad and 40 
miles long, with a stream running 
through the center, where the soil is a 
rich alluvium, and water could probably 
be found in any part by sinking wells.—

titution to death last night. Except for 
the suffering that preceded her end, no 
one can say it was not the happiest thing 
that could have happened her.

husband aad starving children she was 
fatally injured yesterday by a hungry 
mob in the county agent's office. A few 
hours later she died in her cheerless 
home. Mrs. Liudgren and her husband 
had never before appealed for aid at the 
county agent's office. The husband was 
sick and the woman weak. They haci 
reached the last stages of destitution and 
went together to the agent's office. 
When the husbfaid looked at the push- 
ing, jostling mob, he uaid ha was toe 
weak to hold a place in the line, and 
Mrs. Lindgren took a place. 


As the crowd at the office increased 


the pushing and fighting became worse, 
and soon there was a terrible crush. The 
mass in front of Mrs. Lindgrea surged 
back to save themselves from suffoca- 
tion.

Working hours in Germany are as a 


rule very long aud are subject to grea 
fluctuation1!. TliB chief factory mspectoi 
of Bavaria says that in many factories 
the hours of labor are not the same every 
year, or even day by day, but are subject 
to manifold changes. Strikes are most 
frequent where social democracy is most 
powerful, and it does not appear that 
wages are especially low in the districts 
in winch they are most frequent. They 
usually begin in the spring, when the 
seasonal trades ara making fresh adjust- 
ments of wages. Negotiations prior to 
;he strike are usually fruitless, but about 
tho second week both sides begin to give 
way. At the end of each successive 
week the number of men out diminishes, 
and when the strike lunds give out both 
parties agree to a compromise. 
The 


membership of the local socialist body 
usually shows a great increase just be- 
fore a strike. This is the course of a 
typical German strike.

Hovr to IVIzilco Almond Paste. 


A pound of ground almonds, a pound 


of h'ue silted loaf sugar, the whites of 
two new laid egga and a few drops of 
essence of tilmonds. Mix the sugar and 
tho ground almonds well together; then 
add, little by little, the whites of the 
eggs beaten to a froth until the mixture 
assumes the appearance of a stiff paste. 
As some eggs contain more white than 
others, a little less than the whites of 
two is sometimes sufficient, for the pasta 
needs to be quite firm. Make it up into 
a thick block and let it dry very slowly 
iu a moderate oven. 


How to Renew China Slll». 


Ill these days, when wash silks are in 


common use, a few words in regard to 
washing them may be of interest. 
As 


silk is an animal fiber, like'wool, it can- 
not be treated in the same way as cot- 
ton, which may be subjected to water 
of all temperatures without injury. 
Silk should ba washed as rapidly as pos- 
sible. Examine the articles to ba wash- 
ed, and if there are any parts especially 
soiled clean with a littlebenzina'Or gas- 
oline, applied with a flannel cloth. Then 
prepare a soapsuds of lukewarm water 
and plunge the garments in It, sousing 
them up and down and rubbing them 
thoroughly in the suds. Einse them into 
water a little cooler, and then into a 
third water still a little cooler, and BO 
on until the final rinsing water ia per- 
fectly cold. Do not blue them. Wring 
them ont as dry as possible with a ma- 
chine. 
Lay tbem in sheets or heavy 


cloths and roll them as hard aa you can 
in firm rolls. Put them away for an 
hour, and at the end of that time iron 
them on the wrong side.

How to Make Bath Bags of Oatmeal. 
An authority tells us how to make 


the oatmeal bags whidh, used in the 
bath, give a velvety softness and white- 
ness to the skin. Take 5 pounds o: 
oatmeal, ground fine, a half pound o 
pure castile soap reduced to powder anc 
a pound of powdered Italian orris root 
Cut a yard of thin cheesecloth into 
bags about 4 inches square, sewing them 
on the machine and taking care not to 
leave any untied threads, where a break 
may let the contents ooze out.

fiword and Bayonet. 


The saber used by the United States cav- 


alry is copied from the scimeter of the Sar- 
acens, which was the most effective sword 
for cutting purposes ever devised. It will 
be remembered how, according to the story 
told, in Sir Walter Scott's "Talisman," 
With snob, a weapon the pagan Saladiu 
chopped a soft cushion in two at one blow, 
to the amazement of Richard Cceur de 
Lion. With a straight sword one can make 
a hack or thrust, but to slice an adversary 
one must saw with it. Thescimeter, being 
craved and wide and heavy toward the end, 
slices by the mere fact of striking. The 
kind of bayonets chiefly used by the Fed- 
eral troops during the war of the rebellion 
was the old triangular pattern. Sword 
bayonets were also employed on guns im- 
ported from Europe. 


During the last 10 years the regulation 


bayonet has been of the "ramrod" type—a 
hideous instrument, cylindrical and of the 
thickness of a ramrod, with a sharp screw 
point, like that of a carpenter's bit. It is 
now to be replaced with the knife bayo- 
net, which somewhat resembles a butcher 
knife—12 inches long, with one edge. It 
is quite effective and mucli lighter than the 
sword bayonet. The latter is being dis- 
pensed with by most of the European na- 
tions iu favor of the knife bayonet. The 
bayonet was a French invention. In the 
early days of firearms soldiers used to carry 
both guns aud pikes, but the notion of at- 
taching the pike to the gun in such a man- 
ner that both could be used at the same 
time was the beginning of the idea of the 
bayonet, says the Troy Times.

sun and condensed, in the surrounding 
space. Thesa act as screens and prevent 
the sari's heat irom radiating freely 
through them. From an examination of 
statistics Mr. A. E. McDowall, M. A., 
has found that in England during the hot 
summers, following the minima of sun 
spots, the month of August is hotter than 
July, an effect due in all likelihood to ac- 
cumulation of the heat.—American Reg- 
ister.

EXPERIMENTSJNJOVERNING. 


Colonists Establish a Civilized Com- 


munisticHDistrict Called Frieland. 


It Is So Named From a Book on Economy—New 


York Legislators Asked to Establish Free Em- 
ployment Bureas—Mother Crushed to Death in 
a Struggle For Bread.

tried in Africa.

Jems rivaling that of tho Russian czar, 
and there havo been anarchies rivaling 
the most lurid visions of Most and Pen- 
tecost. But it has been reserved for thn 
present year to see in that dark continent 
an experiment of Tw.hat may bo termed 
civilized communism; the communism of 
European doctrinaires—that is, as distin- 
guished from the older aud simpler com- 
munism of Borripboola-Gha. This ex- 
periment comprises the founding of a 
large colony in British east Africa, cos- 
mopolitan in character, Germany, Eng- 
land, the United States and other nations 
oontrihnting to the ranks of the pioneers. 


The basis on which this colony is to be 


organized and conducted is the same as 
that laid down by Dr. Theodor Hortr.ka, 
the well known Austrian economist, in 
his book, "Freiland," from which the 
district will take its name. In accord- 
ance with tho principles laid down by 
tho Austrian professor, the land will, 
from the outset, he the property neither 
of individuals nor of the community, but 
will be free to the use of all, without 
payment of rent, Every kind of indus- 
try, agricultural or otherwise, will bo 
conducted by voluntary groups or asso- 
ciations of self governing men, who will 
be the owners of all they can produce, 
but will have BO exclusive right to the 
land. 


The first batch of colonist* will leave 


for their new homo in a fow weeks. 
They will number about 20, and will 
include persons of all 
nationalities, 


among them several Englishmen and 
Americans. They will sail from Ham- 
burg, probably by the German Enat 
African line of steamers, to Lamu, 40 
miles north of. Tana river, where they 
will laud. Aa part of their equipment 
they will take on tho dock of the ocean 
steamer a small etern wheel river boat 
of 40 horsepower, which will be used to 
tow tho lighters containing tho expedi- 
tion and its impedimenta, 


Tha colonists will go np the liver us 


far as the first falls at Hargazo, a point 
about 200 miles from tho sea, whore the 
mountainous country begins. The alcam- 
or will subsequently ba used as a toail 
packet between the station to be built at 
Hargazo and tho settlement at Vilu, at 
tho river mouth. She will also servo to 
convoy batches of immigrants when tho 
pioneers have completed their prepara- 
tory work and the actual work o£ colo- 
nization begins, A second party of 40 
will leavo Hamburg a few weeks later 
than the pioneers. 


The first party will be under tho lead- 


erahip of Dr. Julius 'Wilnolm, who will 
hove as hla lieutenant Herr Clemens 
Denhardt, a German trader of Vitu, who 
has extensive relations with tho natives 
on tho banks of tho Tana and is well ac- 
quainted with the language and cus- 
toms of the people. The expedition will 
include several medical men and a num- 
ber of practical engineers. 
A sum of 


$550 is subscribed by each man, J75 o£ 
which will be expended in the ocean 
passage, leaving n balance of $175 per 
head available for general purposes. In 
addition to this sum many thousands of 
dollars have boon subscribed by tho pub- 
lic. 
Several exalted personages have 


contributed. 


The site of the new colony will be 


Machakoland, a country about 150 miles 
from the river station at Hargazo, 100 
miles south of Mount Kenia, tho great 
mountain, 18,400 feet high, recently ex- 
plored by Dr. Gregory of the British 
museum. The qamp at Hargazo will be 
supplied from this district, and a young 
Englishman will leave England shortly 
in advance of the pioneer party and take 
a caravan from Mombosa to Machako 
and thence to Hargazo. The object of 
his journey ia to purchase cattle and biro 
native porters at Machako. A soon aa 
the pioneers arrive, lightly equipped par- 
ties of explorers will be dispatched to the 
Kenia district to choose the actual sites 
for the settlements. This is not expected 
to prove a difficult task, aa between 
Machako and tho Tana there is a wide 
valley, some eight miles broad and 40 
ruilea long, with a stream running 
through the center, whora the soil is u 
rich alluvium, and water could probably 
be found in any part by siuking wells.— 
Kew York Tribune.

P.lillo Labor llui-onin. 


A bill to authorize the formation aud 


maintenance of free public employment 
bureaus ia shortly to bo introduced in 
tho legislature at Albany. 


The bill provides that tho commissioner 


of atatistics of labor immediately upon 
the passage of this act Khali organize and 
establish in all cities having a population 
of 73,000 inhabitants or moro it free pub- 
lic employment office or bureau for the 
purpose of receiving all applications for 
labor on tho part of thoso seeking em- 
ployment and all applications for help on 
tho part of those desiring labor. 


Each oftico oimll be under tho control 


of a Buperintfindcnt, and tho duty of the 
superintendent willbo to receive and ro- 
cord in a book to bo kept for that pur- 
poeo the namoK of all persons applying 
for labor or help, designating opposite 


serving to the commissioner tho powei I or'l' 
to uinko removals for cause. 


This hill, which will, in case of its be- 


coming a law, inaugurate a system en- 
tirely new and radical in this state foi 
aiding tho unemployed poor, in of French 
origin. Several yours ago commission- 
era were sent from Ohio by the trades 
unions tllero to study thu results of the 
freo employment agencies in Paris. The 
report made was 60 encouraging that n 
similar bill was presented to tho Ohio 
legislature. It was enacted in that stale 
some two years ago, and since its pas- 
sago more than 80,000 unemployed have 
been provided with work under its oper- 
ation.

statistics of Ohio for 18113 Coinmipsionci 
Lewis testifies to tho substantial prog- 
ress that the system has made: "In the

smaller towns and cities. 
I "In the people who como to tho public 
Vmnloymeul office for work is represent- 
ed tbo whole rango of trades and the 
various lines of clerical, mercantile, fac- 
tory and domestic occupations. The 
brawny laborer is followed by tho youni. 
miss just graduated from the high schoo 
anxious to put her education to BOIIH 
financial account, aud she in turn by the 
young emigrant couplo who come direct 
to tho offico from the railroad station, 
bringing their baggage with them." 


Besides the broad object of securing 


labor for tho enemployed, a secondary 
purpose of freo employment bureaus is 
tho eradication of the "intelligence office 
extortion," whereby both tho employee 
and employer are compelled to pay lib 
orally for what they may or may not 
get, the direot swindle whore no service 
is iutondod and tho further ovilof luring 
innocent girls to nefarious occupations. 
In Columbus, Toledo and Dayton, where 
the freo system haa been established, the 
private intelligence office ovil has boon 
completely eradicated. Similar move 
incuts nro being agitated in both Mis- 
Bouri and Iowa, where ex-Governor Boies 
gave the system his hearty indorsement.

of tho PiireiB who die in Bombay. 


The dokliiou—to give the correct name 


to the round Far.si Mepulchers that wo call 
towers of flileuce—the dokbum la always 
placed on hi^h ground. The sanitary rea- 
sons for this are very obvious. 


The BurroundlnflB and situation of the 


Bombay dokhmao are dignified and beau- 
tiful. When out carriage stopped, we walk- 
ed up a gradual risej gravel paved and tree 
edged, to a vine covered lodge. Here we 
were eagerly seized upon by one of the half 
dozen gatekeepers who are glad to act ns j 
guides to the curious. We went on and up, 
passing groups of graceful, luxuriant trees \ 
and beds of brilliant, ill assorted flowers. 
Our guldo took us into a little house in 
which is kept a model of tho dokhma.

Only the attendants of tho dokhma are 


'They 
pass quickly up a narrow aislo that rune 
from the. doorway and lay the dead upon 
tho appointed place. They tear the sheets 
rapidly from the body, for the vultures are 
waiting, and they do not wait tamely. 
Onlyouc articleis left upon the corpse—the 
knsti. The attendants hurry away, and the 
vultures, with horrid cries, rush down upon 
their prey. 


Tho vultures are kept nnd bred hy the at- 


tendants of tho dokhmas for the purpose 
of cleaning the flesh from off the bones of 
the Paral dead. They nre only a fow hours 
at the longest in executing their grewsomc 
task. The dokhma is roofless. When the 
rain falls, it washes tho dust of tho crum- 
bling bones down to the llmeflooring. From 
there it gradually dr&ius away aud is ab- 
sorbed again Into the economy of nature in 
a way absolutely harmless to the living. 


A few yards from the tower of silence is 


a white stono. It is kept clean and shines 
up from the green gross. Ivearer the dokh- 
ma than this scono no one may fro Gave the 
dead and professional attendants.

The great fall iu wheat had a percepti- 


ble influence upon the tone of business 
generally, and there was less confidence 
in Wall street, less improvement in man- 
ufactures and a greater decrease in the 
volume of payments through clearing 
house, which were 25 4 per cent less than 
a year ago, outside New JTork, and 43.7 
per cent less than n year ago, here, not- 
withstanding nnusual tranbactions 
grain. 


Wheat at 80 3-S cents is not only lower 


by 41-4 cent? than it was for a single day 
last year, but lower by 131-4 cents than it 
had ever been in the previous 77 years. A 
visible supply of over 79,000,000 bushels 
Feb. 10, with sales and receipts from 
farms continuing large, has completely 
destroyed faith in the official report of the 
yield last year, and causes enormous liq 
uidatioii. 


Corn and other products fluctuated bul 


little, though receipts of corn were large 


The Cotton Market. 


Cotton declined 1-8 cent, with increasing 


distrust of short crops and limits. The re- 
ceipts from plantations this week have 
been larger than a year ago, and at no 
time small enough to support the idea 
that the crop of 1893 was but 6,000,000 
bales, which would mean that less than 
800,000 bales have yet to come into sight 
in over six months. 


Shipments of boots and shoes from the 


east are 19 per cent less than a year ago, 
•with cheaper grades predominating in 
orders and in manufacture, and not many 
factories fully employed. 


Textile industries do not seem to have 


gamed within the past week, for as many 
works have closed as have resumed work, 
and in woolen, and cotton manufacture 
rather more. 


There has been a sharp break in print 


cloths to 2 3-4 cents; some of the best 
known cottons have been put at the 
lowest prices ever made, and there is 
more talk of general closing of mills. 


Trade In Woolens. 


Some woolen mills of large importance 


have stopped, one because reduction of 
wages was resisted, and in textile works 
such reductions have been more numer- 
ous and larger than in any previous week. 
The demand for woolen goods doea not 
improve, and sales of wool decreased 
sharply 
after the brisk activity two 


weeks ago, being only 4,114,591 pounds 
for the week, against 5,826,300 last year. 
Though some grades are scarce and prices 
relatively higher west than here, the 
markets do not advance. 


Stocks have been weaker with the fall 


in wheat, those of granger roads declining 
over $1 a share in most cases, and the New 
York Central also, in spite of the fact 
that trunk lines and granger roads 
showed much less decrease in earnings 
than in other recent weeks. The weakness 
in railroad stocks is in part due to violent 
fluctuations in trust stocks and the break 
in sugar, which fell $3 a share, with 
heavy transactions. 


Failures for the week have been 8g3 in 


the United States, against 197 last year, 
and 85 in Canada, against 36 last year. 
Though several were o£ some magnitude, 
the aggregate of liabilities was apparently 
below the weekly average for January. 


With nearly complete returns for Janu- 


ary, the aggregate of liabilities in 2802 
failures is $30,948,497, of which 811,631,305 
was of manufacturing and 818,198,476 of 
trading concerns.

Historical Belio. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—In a hope that 


the Kearsarge may yet be put together 
strong enough to be retained as a histori- 
cal relic m thu shape of a schoolship, As- 
sistant Secretary o£ the Navy McAdoo 
yesterday had a conference with Captaiu 
Jlerritt. the head of the wrecking com- 
pany. The captain signified n willing- 
ness to undertake the salvage of the Kear- 
sarge on reasonable terms. He says he 
has worked vessels out of all known diffi- 
culties, has even picked them out of the 
sea, and that the Kearsarge must be in a 
bad plight indeed, if he cannot get her off 
the reef. 


The navy department is disposed to act 


with all due speed in the matter, because 
of a fear that the Kearsarge may be 
looted by some of the lawless natives of 
New Providence before the salvers can 
arrive on the scene. 


Lieutenant J. A. Smith of the navy has 


presented a plan for rescuing the guns 
and armament of the Kearsarge. The 
plan was submitted to Lieutenant Smith 
by E. M. Stoddard, who commanded the 
guns of the Kearsarge during her battle 
•with the Alabama. Mr. Stoddard is now 
in the wrecking business at Norfolk. He 
estimated that an expedition could be 
fitted out to rescue the Kearsarge from 
the "West Indian waters for about $12,000.

portion of the hull could be recovered.

A ROW OVER HONEY 


Has Developed In the Dominion's Largest 


Catliolio University. 


MoXTBEAL, Feb. 17.—The revolt of the 


professors and students of the Montreal 
branch of Lavalle university, the greatest 
of French Roman Catholic educational 
Institutions in the Dominion, over the 
management of its affairs, promises to re- 
sult in tha biggest scandal for a long 
time. At the bottom of the trouble is the 
mysterious disappearance of funds, which, 
while handled by the bishops, are said 
rightly to belong to the university. 


An annual amount of 86000, derived from 


masses for the dead in the provinces, de- 
creed by the pope to go to Lavalle to 
assist in paying running expenses, has 
not been paid over, it is alleged, by the 
bishops who collected the money. About 
$35,000 of the Jesuits and state fund, also 
intended for Lavftlle, has never reaqhed, 
it is alleged, the financial syndicate of the 
university, which is composed of clergy 
and laymen. All of these profess ignor- 
ance as to where the money has gone. 


Abbe Praule, vice chancellor of the 


university, is goinir to Europe, and SloOO 
was granted him,which it was stated came 
out' of the university funds. This has also 
added fuel to the flame of discord. The 
abbe denies the statement as to the 
origin of the money and interest. Lay- 
men have expressed a determination to 
demand an investigation.

To get the iron- 
clad in first-class condition for the ttbt, 40 
ollicers were sent aboard from the im- 
perial dockyard. 


While 11 o£ these artificers were in the 


engine room a tremendous explosion took 
place. The main Hteampipe of the star- 
board engine had burst. Fur above the 
noise of tho escaping steam were heard 
the lioart-i ending cries of the injured aud 
dying. Puuic temporarily spread among 
the crew, but after a short ht".itation ev- 
ery effort was put forth to rescue thu un- 
fortunate men in tho uugiue room. 


It was I hen found that of the urliflco 


all but oue had been killed. The iiutu I 
who escaped owed his preservation from 
the fate of his comrades to the fact that 
at the moment of the explosion he wu!

Thirty-Nine Killed. 


When the steam had cleared away and 


the panic had subsided, a further sourch 
was made for dead aud injured. It WHS 
then discovered that 30 men iu all had 
been killed and nine iujtired.

Thirty* 
acveii of them were killed instantly. Two 
of the wounded died shortly after receiv- 
ing their injuries.

It is said as soon as tho 


explosion happened all hands wore sum- 
moned on deck, and tho pumps were 
rigged.

accident ammounted to, and fears were 
entertained that the Brandenburg was in 
danger of sinking. 


All day long the most intense excite 


ment has prevailed in Kiel. 
Most of the 


dead and injured lived here or in thi 
neighborhood, and many of them were 
men of families. 


The wharves were crowded from thi 


time the steamers left for the scene of thi 
explosion until they returned with the! 
victims. As the dead and wounded wori 
borne from the vessels to the shore, the ai 
resounded with the cries of the bereaved 
while those who had not lost any friends 
or relatives uncovered their heads.

setts, but are more nearly the size of the 
Iowa, their tonnage being 10,300, length 
331ft. 4tu., beam Bift., and draft S4ft. Tin. 
The vessels arc not high powered craft, 
the engines being constructed for a speed 
of 10 knots, nt 9500 horse power.

have heavy barbett es covered with 11 J 4 
inches armor, citadels with 15 3-4 inches 
of armor, and an armor holt. 


The Brandenburg was launched 
in 


1891, 
aud was on her trial trip at tho time 


of the disaster. Xaval exports have nl- j 
wars regfiTdcd •such accidents as mo^t 
difficult to guard against. The great 
pipes, necessary to carry the enormous 
quantity of steam required to develop 
9300 horse power in the engines, are 
usually made Of copper, and the highest 
mechanical skill is used to make them i 
safe from explosion. 


Nevertheless, owing to the unknown 


strains developed in the great lengths of 
this piping, with its. numerous bends anil 
joints, when the steam pressure is run up 
to high figures, it is almost impossible in 
advance of actual trial to foretell how the 
pipes will act. 


It is recalled here that several men lost 


their lives on the United States cruiser 
Concord a year or two ago by a precisely 
similar accident. After much specula- 
tion and discussion by engineers at the 
time, the conclusion reached by the ma- 
jority T» as that the accident was causad 
by the development of what is known as 
a "v.-ater hammer," which means that a 
considerable quantity of condensed w^ter 
is suddenly hurled through the pipes with 
irresistible force, tearing out the nearest 
bend or resisting angle. It is thought 
that the Brandenburg accident may find 
a similar explanation.

Wheat at 00 3-8 cents is not only lower 


by 4 1-4 cents than it WUF fur a. single day 
last year, but lower by 13 1-4 cents than it 
had ever been in the previous 77 years. A 
visible supply of over 79,000,000 bushels 
Feb. 
10, with sales and receipts from 


farms continuing large, has completely 
destroyed faith in the official report of tha 
yield last year, and causes enormous liq- 
uidation. 


Corn and other products fluctuated but 


little, though receipts of corn were large. 


Tlio Cotton Market. 


Cotton declined 1-6 cent, with increasing 


distrust of short crops and limits. The re- 
ceipts from plantations this week have 
been larger than a year ago, and at no 
time small enough to support the idea 
that the crop of 1893 was but 0,000,000 
bales, which would mean that less thiui 
800,000 bales have yeb to come into eight 
in over six months. 


Shipments of boots and shoes from tho 


east are 10 percent less thun n year ago, 
with cheaper grades predominating in 
orders and in manufacture, and not many 
factories fully employed. 


Textile industries do not seem to have 


gained within the past week, for as many 
works have closed U3 have resumed work, 
anil in woolen and cotton manufacture 
rut her more. 


There hue been a sharp break in print 


cloths to 2 34 cents; some of the beat 
known cottons have been put at th 
lowest prices ever made, and there 
more talk of general closing of mill, 


Trado In Woolena. 


Some woolen mills of large Importance 


havu stopped, one because reduction 
wages WRB resisted, and in textile works 
such reductions have boeu more numer- 
ous nnd larger than in any previous week 
The demand for woolen goods doea uol

weeks ago, being only 4,114,591 pounds 
for the week, against 5,820,300 last year. 
Though some grades are scarce and prices 
relatively higher west than here, the 
markets do not advance. 


Stocks have been weaker with the fall 


in wheat, those of granger roads declining 
over $1 a share in most cases,' and the New- 
York Central also, in splta of the fact 
that 
trunk lines and granger roads 
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showed much less decrease in earnings 
than ill other recent weeks. The weakness 
In railroad stocks is in part due to violent 
fluctuations in trust, btooke and the break 
in sugar, which foil IS a shore, with 
heavy transactions. 


Failures for the week have been C33 In 


the United States, against 167 last year, 
and 05 in Canada, against 30 last year. 
Though several were of some magnitude, 
the aggregatoof liabilities was apparently 
below the weekly average for January. 


With nearly complete returns for Janu- 


ary, tho aggregate of liabilities in 2802 
failures ia $80,9.18,497, of which 811,631,305 
was of manufacturing and 818,193,470 of 
trading concerns.

Ex- 
cited by the criticism which his fanatical 
opinions had elicited from the lips of De 
Land, the defendant fell upon him and 
succeeded either by the aid of a weapon or 
by brute force in overcoming his victim, 


I and having rendered him insensible he 


calmly carried his inanimate body and de- 
posited it in the water, where the swift 
current bore it away. In the name of right 
and humanity, the people of this state call 
upon yon to punish this atrocious and ter- 
rible crime that the blood of an innocent 
man may be avenged. Their voice is the 
voice of a multitude, which arises like a 
mighty tumult and clamors thnt justice 
shall be dispensed, that the punishment 
shall fit the crime, and that Lawrence 
Canell be made to suffer the full extent of 
the law for the murder of James de Land 
on the 20th day of June, 18—."

ow the Xegrou Were Taught In 


South Heforo tho War. 


Perhaps it may bo well to call attention 
' and explain the. astonishing fact that ' 
ter the war there could bu found a fow, 
•rather, for that early period, so niuny 
ilcred men and women capable of be-in- 
ing tho school work cveuat the ABO 
oint. 
This was due to many influences, open 
nd secret. Among tho favoring influ- 
iccs, first, was the fact that many hu- 


mane masters taught their slaves, and 


thers winked at the violation of tho law 
hich forbade the teaching of slaves and 
?rmitted their children to instruct a fa- 
orito blare to read and sometimes to 
ijite. Men now high in authority in edu- 
ational matters taught their slaves to 
ead and write, rendering themselves Ha- 
le to be punished us violators of the law 
H the statute book. The Christian in- 
iructiouof the slaves way encouraged and 
irectcd by many Christian, bodies. In- 
ced in tho act permitting theiutroduc- 
on of slaves Christian training was eu- 
oiued upon tho slave masters.

policemen who havo curried a night stick 
for years will draw u revolver on n refrac- 
tory prisoner, hoping toiutimidatu him by 
the exhibition of it, rather thau to risk 
drawing tho billy, which would havo lit- 
tle, or no terrifying cfi't-ct on the prisoner 
and might result in his death if the oflicer 
was forced to uso it. 


The night stick had many uses with

Planets In February. 


Among astronomical phenomena for Feb- 


ruary tho following are noted in Popular 
Science News: Mercury passed superior 
conjunction with the sun on the morning 
of Jan. 29, and during tbe month it is au 
evening star, coming to greatest east elon- 
gation on Feb. 25. It is then 18 degrees 
east of the sun and is also about 7 degrees 
north as well, so thai, it is in very good po- 
sition for evening observation. It may bo 
seen under favorable conditions of weather 
during the last half o£ the month shortly 
after sunset nearly vertically over the place 
where theeun set, low down in the twilight. 
It will not be in good position for evening 
observation again until the next eastern 
elongation in June, when ifc will be farther 
away from tbe sun, but not so much to the 
north of tbnt body. 


Venus conies to inferior conjunction with 


the sun and chanees from an evening to a 
morning star on the morning of Feb. 18. 
During moat of the month it is too near the 
sun to be seen without a telescope. Dur- 
ing the first few days of the month it may 
be seen as an evening star some distance to 
the north of the sun, and it may possibly 
show as a morning star at the end of tho 
month, but it is quite near thesun and will 
not be easily seen. Mara is gradually in- 
creasing its distance from tho sun and is a 
morning star, rising at about half past 3 
toward the close of the month. 


Jupiter is in excellent position for even- 


ing observation, being on tbe meridian not 
far from sunset and setting at about 1:30 
a. m. oa Feb. 1 and at about midnight on
